Continued  lowering  of  grades  were  again  reported  this  week  in  South' 
Carolina  and  Virginia,  while  in  North  Carolina  some  increase  was  shown  in 
the  hight-.r  grades, when  compared  with  last  7/eek' s  reports.     Staple  lengths 
averaged  longer  in  Cmth  Carolina  hut  averaged  much  shorter  in  North  Carolina 
and  '/irginia. 

Middlin.'-  and  high-r  grades,  l/Tliite  and  Extra  Fnite,  represented  per- 
cent this  week  in    North  Carolina,  about  35  percent  in  South  Cprolina,  und 
?U  percent  in  Virginia.     Incre-^sed  proportions  of  Strict  Low  Middling  and 
Low  Middling  grades  were  shown  this  week  in  t'lese  three  States.     Spotted  and 
colored  cotton  decreased  this  iveek  in  North  Carolina  and  South  Carolina  hut 
increaser.  slightly  in  Virginia. 

To  date  this  season  nearly  5^  percent  of  the  cotton  classed  from 
South  Carolina  was  Middling  and  liigher  grades  of  ?/hite  and  Extra  'tThite  cotton; 
57  percent  for  Virginia;  and  nearly  6l  percent  for  North  Carolina.  The 
grades  Strict  Low  Middling  and  Low  Middling  to  date  represented  15  percent 
in  North  Carolina,  19  p  rcent  in  Virginia,  and  21  percent  in  South  Carolina. 

Only  1.5  percent  of  the  cotton  from  South  Carolina  this  season  was 
shorter  than  7/2  inch,  82  percent  15/lb  inch  and  linger,  and  percent  1 
inch  and  longer.     Ninety-six  percent  of  the  cotton  classed  to  date  is  tenderahlc. 

In  North  Carolina  this  week  the  proportion  of  cotton  shorter  than 
7/S  inch  v;a".  almost  tvrice  that  ef  last  week,  while  in  Virginia  a  decrease  was 
shown.      Sm-dler  proportions  of  1  inch  and  lon^jer  cotton  v/i.re  noticeable  in 
both  North  Carolina  and  Virginia  this  week  cor;tpnxed  with  last  v/eek.
